LAWYER THORNDIKE AND FARMER PERKINS

THE ASSESSMENT OF PERSONAL 


PROPERTY. 


ARMER PERKINS—Since we have 


been studying the subject ot tax- 
ation together, 1 have been struck 
with a new idea. We will say I 


live in Vinton county, though I don't, 
butlhave no objections to livingthere, 
even though Dan Will and J. M. Mc- 
GilHvray are two good citizens there, 
but Vinton county is the smallest in 
the state on the tax duplicate. I have 
ten horses, and I want to know what 
to return them for taxation. By look- 
ing at the grand duplicate for 1902 I 
find there are 2,407 horses in Vinton 
county, and they are valued at $113,- 
999. The average value or Horses in 
Vinton county is §46.57. Will I be jus- 
tified in making my return f46.57? I 
wish to make the return on iny ccn 
science, according to the plan of Al 
fred Kelley, and" I wish your advice. 


Lawyer Thorndike—You would be 


justified in making such return. You 
are to fix the values, and it is for you 
to determine how you will reach the 
value. 


Farmer Perkins—By the same plan 


I find that a horse in Hamilton county 
is only worth $30 55, 
in Cuyahoga 


county, $35.19; in Butler county 
$45.74; in Adams county, $44.97, and 
in Tuscarawas county, which has been 
swept and garnished by the tax in 
quisitor, I find a horse is still worth 
$50 80, and that a horse in the whole 
state is worth $48.75. On next tax 
duplicate horses in Cincinnati will be 
worth more than ?35 19, as a Cincin- 
natian would scorn to have a horse 
less valuable than a Clevelander, and 
to settle the matter would even go to 
the dire extremity of increasing his 
tax return. But In making out the tax 
return of specific chattels, what would 
you advise? 


Lawyer Thorndike—As a supposi- 


tions citizen of Vinton county, I would 
advise that you do not return your 
horses above "the average value of 
horses m"The county the previous year. 
Each year before making out your 
return, ascertain the average value of 
horses in the county the previous year 
and do not value your horses above 
that average. . If in -the 
meantime 


horses have increased in value ovei 
the previous ye£r, add a per cent of 
their tax value, that is, if the tax value 
is 33 1-3 per cent of the actual value, 
and the increase is 25 per cent of real 
value, add 25 per cent of the tax value 
of the previous year to the tax value, 
and this will be just. Deductions 
should be governed by the same prin- 
ciple. It was'never intended-by St. 
Alfred Kelley that there should have 
been any tax %alue. He intended the 
real value should have been the tax 
value, but the people of the,state 
found they could not endure his sys- 
tem, except in homeopathic doses, and 
hence we have tax values and real 
values. When we have anything to 
sell we use the real value; when we 
have to return the same chattel for 
taxes, we have a tax value. 


Farmer Perkins—Figuring on carri- 


ages in the same way, I find that in 
1902 one in Hamilton county 
was 


worth 
$45.52; 
in Cuyahoga county, 


$38.09; in Butler county. $32.31; 
in 


Vinton county, ?24.50, and in the whole 
state, $28.64. Xow I suppose that un- 
der these facts, being a resident of 
Vinton county, I should return my five 
carriages at S24.50 each. 


Lawyer Thorndike—Yes. You are 


fully justified in this, and if you feel 
any doubt about it, consult Lawyer 
McGillivray and he will tell you the 
same, even though he is a firm be- 
liever in the Kelley system. 


Farmer Perkins—When it comes to 


hogs, I find the Cincinnati hog is only 
worth $1.13, the Cleveland hog is $5.20, 
the Butler county hog is $5.20, the 
Vinton county hog is $4.51, while the 
state hog is worth $4.42. As I have 
thirty hogs to return, would I be justi- 
fied in putting them down at $135.30 
for the lot ? 


Lawyer Thorndike—It would he 


proper for you to do so. 


Farmer Perkins — Inspecting the 


same tables still further. I find that 
a watch in Cincinnati was worth 
$23.C9; in Cleveland. $21.10: in ButJer 
county, 
$T-Vifi: 
in Vinton county, 


$13.04. and in the whole state $14.31. j 
Now. as I haie three good watches, i 
which cost jn<- $450. would I be justl-! 
fied in returning them altogether at j 
$39.12, the average of my county? 


Lawyer Thorndike—Yon would be 


justified 
in making such a return. 


What you paid for the watches is not 
a circ«3sns*an<v to be considered. Tne 
state has sanctioned this Value. 
It 


has accepted the returns from Vinton 
county. US -naicoes aJ $1,S1S, or $!«.04 
per watch. an<] has approved and pub 


a plano'in Cleveland was worth ?54.40; 
in Cincinnati, ?54.90; in Butler coun- 
ty, $48.80, end in Vmton county, $46.32, 
and in the whole state at $48.80. Now, 
shall I return my piano at $40.32, 
which cost me 
$300, which is only 


about 15 per cent of its real value? 
You must remember that I have be- 
lieved in the Kelley system, and have 
always desired to maintain it, and I 
have a conscience and wish to live ac- 
cording to it. 


Lawyer Thorndike—You know that 


I am an agnostic when it comes to 'the 
Kelley system. As a theory it is very 
fine, but in practice it does not work 
out, and will not. Suppose you had 
paid $1,000 for your piano, can you 
get any more use and enjoyment out 
of it than out of a $300 piano? Can 
you sell it for any more than if it had 
cost you $?.00? Now, let us compare 
the Kelley law in theory and the Kel- 
ley law in practice. 


Your ten horses cost you $150 each, 


and they are worth it, that is $1,500. 
Your five carriages cost you $150 each, 
or $&50. Your hogs cost you $10 each, 
or $300; watches, $450; piano, $300. 
Now I will make out your return ac- 
cording to the Kelley idea and accord- 
ing to the practical idea.
